2. Claims 14-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

► Recorded Prior Art fails to disclose or suggest the combination structure of an 
integrated circuit chip package as recited in the base claim 14 including a stress 
buffering material only covering portions of said top tips of said integrated circuit chip 
including portions of said top edges and said side edges neighboring said top tips such 
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that other portions of said top edges and said side edges being uncovered by said 
stress buffering material. 

► Recorded Prior Art fails to disclose or suggest the combination structure of an 
integrated circuit chip package as recited in the base claim 21 including a stress 
buffering material having substantially equal coefficient of thermal expansion to said 
integrated circuit chip, said stress buffering material only covering portions of said top 
tips of said integrated circuit chip including portions of said top edges and said side 
edges neighboring said top tips such that other portions of said top edges and said side 
edges being uncovered by said stress buffering material.
